Election/Restrictions 

Newly submitted claims 26, 27, and 2 9 are directed to an 
invention that is independent or distinct from the invention 
originally claimed for the following reasons: the sleeve having 
a textured outer surface was not included within the species 
elected by the applicant on February 28, 2 005 which were drawn 
to figures 6 and 7; and claim 2 9 is drawn to a different 
invention concerning a method while the elected invention is 
drawn to a hanging tool support assembly. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for 
the originally presented invention, this invention has been 
constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 26, 27, and 2 9 withdrawn 
from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. 
See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 

U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and 
of the manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and 
use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor 
of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 17-21, 23-25, and 28 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement- The claim (s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a 
way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art 
that the inventor (s) , at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The limitations of the 
first and second pivoting joints have not been discussed in the 
specification in such a manner that the examiner does not have 
to assume the structural elements of the pivots. The applicant 
should provide a clear and concise description of the 
parts/pieces that makeup the pivots which attach the bottom 
portions of the front and rear hangers to top portions of the 
tool support base plate that would allow the support base plate 
to pivot about a horizontal axis relative to the top portion of 
the tool support base plate. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 
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Claim 28 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 17 recites the limitation "claim 1" in line 1. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. Claim 1 has been previously canceled therefore all the 
limitations of claim 17 have no antecedent basis. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 17 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, 
set forth in this Office action. 

Claims 18-21, 23-25, and possibly 28 (depending on claim 17 
and not canceled claim 1) would be allowable if rewritten to 
overcome the rejection (s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, 
set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
